The wages in the other 
cities as Rinehart gave them were as 
follows: Carpenters, 91.6 cents an 
hour; cement finishers, 91.1; elec- 
tricians, 97.7: lathers, 98.7; paint- 
ers, 89.2; plumbers, $1.039; steam- 
fitters, $1.93: ironworkers, $1; sheet 
metal workers, 90.2, and bricklayers, 
$1.102. The average wage of build- 
ing laborers for those cities is 49.9 
cents an hour, as compared to 67% 
cents in St. Louis.

The Painters’ District Council, 
representing about 1800 = painters, 
decorators and paperhangers, 
the second largest 
bership of skilled workmen in the 
building trades.

March 1, $238,000; April 1, $99,000; 
May 1, $99,000; June 1, $69,000; 
July 1, $39,000, which, with accrued 
| interest, $40,392.02 in all, was with- 
jsrowe July 30, 1921. 

Gradual Withdrawals Noted. 

It will be noticed that State 
began with- 
‘drawing State funds from the bank 
soon after he took office, increasing 
the withdrawals after the letting of 
new contracts for State depositaries, 
but not completing the withdrawal 
until] the expiration of the 180 days 
allowed by statute for the withdraw- 
al of funds from a depositary.

No guarantee is given 
as to how much of the last 50 per 
cent will be realized by depositors, 
but Hughes has stated that they must 
not expect to get it all, and that no 
promise of a 100 per cent settlement 
is made. 

Such depositors as subscribe for 
stock of the new bank will give au- 
thority to have their stock subscrip- 
tions deducted from the first payment 
of 25 per cent due them. 

$75,000 Subscribed So Far. 

Up to this morning the subscrip- 
tions for stock amounted to about 
$75,000 out of $250,000 which must 
be subscribed to finance the reor- 
ganization. Hughes said, however, 
that even if the depositors should not 
subscribe the entire $250,000, outside 
capital probably would be willing to 
furnish a part of the amount provid- 
ed the depositors give their consent 
to the plan of settlement.

can soldiers overseas, the svecial 
told by Henry Gentry, negro, o 
Lawrence, Kan., that in Ffance he 
saw Maj. Joseph Phillips of Oranze, 
N. J., a negro, shoot William Pat- 
terson, a negro private, for refusing 
to help a cook cut bread. 

Gentry, who testified while an 
ambulance awaited outside the Sen- 
ate office building to take him to a 
hospital to be operated on for ap- 
pendicitis, said Patterson later died, 
according to general reports, and 
that so far as he Knew, the negro 
Major was not tried. 

“Do you know of your own knowl- 
edge that Patterson died?” Gentry 
was asked. 

“No, sir, but he went to the hes- 
pital and never came back.” 

The hanging of a negro soldier at 
Belleville, France, was described by 
Col. James P. Barney of the Army 
War College, who said the court- 
martial was composed of seven ne- 
gro and five white officers, with 2 
negro as Judge Advocate. 

The soldier was convicted of as- 
sauiting a French woman, 60 years 
old, he said. 

Testimony of Charles P. Green, a 
former service man, previously heard 
by the committee, that nine soldiers 
were shot and killed by the military 
police and taken to Base Hospital 
No. 9 at Chateau Roux, in December, 
1918, was denied by three medical 
officers on duty at the hospital at 
the time. The witnesses, Drs. James 
P. Erskine and Richmond Stephens 
of New York City and Dr. Donald E. 
McKenna of Brooklyn, were positive 
in asserting that no bodies of men 
murdered were sent to the hospital. 

Reports of Hangings Denied. 

A number of men stationed at Is- 
Sur-Tille in 1919 were called to tes- 
tify as to executions at that post 
which War Department records, 
showed to have numbered two, but 
some witnesses appearing heretofore 
have placed at about “10 or 12.” 

John MecDermet of Indianapolis, 
Russell C. Young of Philadelphia, 
James W. Brown of Linnbrook, N, 
Y., and Walter McAfee of Cooper 
Hill, Tenn., declared only two sol- 
diers were hanged ,there—a white 
‘man and a negro—and all insisted 
they heard no reports of “wholesale 
executions.” 

James W. Lafitty of New York 
City, who, as a Captain in the Quir- 
termasters’ Corps was Stationed at 
Gievres for nearly two years, testi- 
fled there was only one execution 
in that area as listed by the War De- 
partment. Describing discipline at 
Gievres, as good, Laffity said there 


was a lot of talk and feeling after 
an assistant secretary of war whom 
he identified as “Mr. Rosenwald” 
had made a speech there in which 
he asserted that negroes would be 
given better treatment after the 
war. 

“The white troops were so bitter 
about the speech that some of them 
felt like lynching Rosenwald,” said 
the witness. 

Members of the committee wanted 
to identify the Assistant Secretary 
of War, described by Laffity as 
“Rosenwald.” 

“What was his first name?” asked 
the chairman. 

“I think it was Julius,” said the 
witness. “He made speeches and 
was represented to be an assistant 
to Mr. Baker.” 

“There was a lot of rowing about 
the speech, but nobody was killed,” 
said Laffity. 

Never Saw Gallows at Gievres. 

F. W. Powers of Red Bank, N. J., 
a Sergeant storekeeper at Gievres, 
said he never saw a gallows there 
and never heard of an execution. He 
also referred to “Mr. ..osenwald,” 
whom he described as a Chicago 
merchant, working for the Govern- 
ment at $1 a year.

In the former robbery of the bank, 
Sept. 21 last, three robbera took

persons in the bank when the two 
robbers entered today. Elliott told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that when 
one of the robbers pointed a revolver 
at him he became so excited that 
his legs gave way and he fell to the 
floor. The robbers then forced Otte 
to lie down beside Elliott and told 
them that if they attempted to rive 
they would be killed. 

“We had. no firearms in the bank, 
and if there had been any I was so 
excited that I couldn’t have hit an 
elephant at 10 paces,” said Elliott. 
“The robbers first took all the 
rency and small change from 
drawer in the teller’s cage.

They took all the 
money there, but scattered pennies 
over the floor. After they had taken 
the money they seemed to be counte 
ing it, or at least inspecting it toe 
gauge its amount.

“More active trading prevailed on 
the Stock Exchange today, but the 
Saas was still largely a profes- 
gional affair and there were evi- 
dences of a recrudescence of pool ac- 
tivity. Rails were little changed, but 
slightly heavy, while fractional gains 
ruled among industrials. A few of 
the latter enjoyed rather spectacu- 
lar rises. Bond prices were irregular 
with interest moderate. Call money, 
after opening at 5 per cent and de- 
clining to 4 per cent by 1:30, was 
raised to 4% during the last hour. 

French Exchange Again Up. 

“Quietness returned to the foreign 
exchange market but quotations gen- 
erally were higher. Sterling pieked 
up % of a cent at $4.22% and French 
francs recovered to 8.15% cents. This 
price represents a gain of 6 points. 
ven German marks rallied, being 
priced 3 points higher at 0.50% of a 
cent. The movement corresponded to 
a better tone at London where the 
pressure of the recent wave of de- 
preciation seems to have spent its 
force. Argentine pesos were firm, a 
price of 34.87 cents comparing with 
2350 cents a week ago. The improve- 
ment very possibly .reflects the ap- 
proach of the season during which 
the country’s grain exports are 
heavy. 

Cotton continues to display a 
heavy tone Lower prices prevailed 
at Liverpool on the basis of unfa- 
vorable news from Manchester while 
the New England strike situation. 
was another factor which detracted 
from the market's support. At all 
events, a considerable volume of 
liquidation, partly from the South, 
carried prices down about 25 points 
in the early trading. March went as 
low as 17.16 cents and after recov- 
ering 12 points was still off 16 on 
the day. Wheat still showed the lack 
of speculative interest. Better prices 
prevailed early on the rally in for- 
eign exchange but the bulge was lost. 
Under $1.15 for May, however, fair 
buying appeared. At a late price of 
$1.15% this delivery was off % ofa 
cent on the day.

“Steel making during January ap- 
pears to have held about even with 
that in December.
